Field for EngUsb CaidtaUats. 

The continuance of tbe, Araerioan War, 
and the conaequentlj uncertaia state of things 
in the United Slates must, so !oDg as those 
causes exist, have the efloct of keeping a 
large amount of capital upou the market — 
more particularly ia this the case with re- 
spect to English capitalists. The large sums 
of money taken out of the cottou traJc on ac- 
count of the scarcity of that staple — the vast 
amount withdrawn from investment in 
American stocks and securities, have caused 
a perfect glut ia the money markets at home 
Nor is there so great a want of it even in the 
Eaatarn Sttles — but it is there kept locked up 
from want of confidence in the state of the 
country. The consequence is tliat other fields 
have to be chosen by moni'Sd men at homo if 
they would not have their capital lie iille, or 
producing ucxl lo nothing. It is to bo liopeil 
that they will exhibit a lilllo more palriotisni 
in their future investments than llioy have in 
their past. Hiilierlo they have been made 
over the whole world. Every continent con- 
tains more or less esomplcs of this. Some 
of them, it must be confessed, appear to be 
more characterized by risks than by proGts. 
One is disposed to wonder why the inonied 
men ol England do not give a greater prefer- 
ence to ihn colonies, in pliice of sinking so 
much capital ia tindurlnkinizs in foreign 
countries — in countries, for exutnple, in such 
a chronic slate of disiurbauco as Mexico, and 
some of the South American republics. The 
colonics should cornniund their (ir.-t attention, 
instead of this, their turn!iifton coisms lust. 
This ollcn hiippens Irom tlie false idea that it 
is inipofsible to got any reliable securily for 
money iuvesimcnls. There never was a more 
mislaken notion. With proper precautions 
nioney may be invested in any ol the colonies 
qaittt as safely aa in England — and how 
much more proGiably ! The graml character- 
istic of allrew countries is natural resources 
in uu undevcluiied state. Most of them 
teeni witli raw material wliicli awaits onlv 
capital and labor tn niulie it availa'nlc us u 
great source ol wealth. Lcl capital come and 
labor will lullow quickly enough. Nothing 
more clearly shows the value ol money in new 
countries than the high rp.tcs of interest it 
alwayn oominandst'ven on undoubted security. 
This is more marked in gold producing 
countries than einewliere. Let us take this 
country as an example. A comparison with 
our rates of iutcrest and those at- home will at 
once show hnw faTorahie a field this country 
is for the iovestmeot of .ctipiltti, We maj 
Itssntne that money may be'Vad in England at 
tbe present time, when the security is good, 
■ 'allwo'per'oeht. per annum. Hero tho rates 
range from one and a liall up to throe per 
cent, per nionlli. The blinking rates ol dis- 
count for good paper are one and a-half per 
cent per month for thirty days, one and three 
quarters for si.xty days, .and two pur cent, for 
a longer period. But besides the mere letting 
of money, what room is there not for profita- 
ble investment in tho various undertakings 
that await allcnlion in tlio shape of the de- 
velopment of tho resources of this Island. 
AViih any quantity of tbe richest ores, it 
is surprising that they have not hitherto 
Sttraetedtmore capital from abroad. There 
is noi'ike aligbtest'dotibt but that they would 
pay handsomely, even at colonial rales of 
interest. Then there is the imine,i8e quan- 
ity of timber on the Island which remains 
to be manufactured. While the other sido of 
the Straits of Fnca, and up Puget Sound, is 
etrswn vith lumber mills, which are con- 
stantly kept going, British territory on this 
coast has ejctreinely . few,:. . .IVith, timber 
enough lo supply the world with lumber and 
spars, there is room I'ortheinTostment of hun- 
dreds of thousaaJs in their manufacture. 
Again, wo have our fislieries awaiting the 
attention of capitalists for their successful 
prosecution. The fur trade, too, presents an 
Opening ' along the whole coast. Another 
source of wealth prescota ilself^n tbe con- 
struclidn by^conipaoies 6f ~moiiied men ol 
dilohes foi'ttie conveyance' of water' (or tbe 
gold mines of British Columbia. Then there 
is the sub-marine telegraph, so much needed 
lo open connection with San Francisco and 
New York. iTl addition to all this wo want 
vastly more capital for purely cnUHnercial 
purposes. -.There is: plenty of room for any 
quantity. . There ia no danger of a glut in a 
new co.nitry like this. "Wo can absorb it as 
fast as. it comes o'lt, and allbrd to pay well 
for llie u?(! of it. There ia no reason why 
money should be such a drnj; in the home 
marnets while a field so favourable in every 
respect ior its inycstment iLes open bare. 

NeceBoity for Patent-right Law. 

The progress of legislation in a new coun- 
try must iiccessr.rily be somewhat gradual. 
Every' country is Aurroundeil by circum- 
stances whiuh in each cai<e difier, iind require 
particular treatment. The general princ'- 
ples of legislation are of course nearly the 
snmcinall couiilrien, but their npiili(^.iion 
must neoessttrlly be cunlrnllod by the exi-t- 
iiig order of thincH in each. As popiilaiion 
increasci", and us the conditions nf society tie- 
come' more complicated, new wants present 
themsolyes which most bo .met as Ihey arise. 
A few years ago the want of u liiw rejiulating 
the.grBiiling of a paicnt nghl lor inventions 
TTUS cut felt in the sliuhli'St di'grpc — even now 
the recessilv for it may not, to many, In; 
very nppurenl. Yet wo linvp la'tly bad a 
ca^e where its neci-ssily was obvious. We 
allude to tho iiivenliim, by a couple of men 
in this ciiy, of a machine for washing clothes^ 
which is, we believe, now in use for that pur- 
pose. In California, gold mining has gi«en 
use 10 the invention of quite a niiniber rf 
niucliini's iind processes conntcti'd with the 
Eavinp huJ extraction, of the pri'oinus metals ; 
and there is not the slightest donbl that lie- 
lore long we shall hear of a like effect be- 
ing produced in this country. It is the 
duly of tho Governmtut to foster the develop- 
ment of such lalont by every reasonable 
means, 'I'ho scarcity of labor bereafter, will 
render this advisable. Besides this, the prin- 
ciple Irifl lon(4 been recognized at home and 
cl^cwllCIe, Ihiil the production of a man's 
brain Hliould be his exclusivu property for a 
reasonable length of time. - The law requires 
only to bb applied to this Colony. It would 
be' Wall, therefore, if an ooi were introduced 
at tbe next regular sitting of the Legislature, 
introducing a siniplo patent law into this 
Colony. It would require at first tho crontiun 
ol no new ollice. Tliouiiplication, with plans, 
couKl be registered in the ollice of the Regis- 
trar Gouer-il, in a book kept for that purpose. 
It will' be time enough to create a separate 
department when the growth of the Colony 
reqniresit. In connection with a patent law, 
a lav» regulating, copy-right in literary and 
artistic ptCKjuclions also might bo introduced.
